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City Development Scheme. 


HE magnitude of the Government scheme for the re-develop- 
-ment of the administrative area surprised most residents, but 
the proposals outlined during the week have met with general 
approval, The extensive plans, which, In addition to provision for 
a new Government House, City Hall and Government Offices, em- 
brace a project for ‘sale of the present Government House and 
grounds, and adjoining territory, for private development, have 
been wisely prepared and the Government are to.be congratulated 
for sponsoring such an ambitious, yet practical and desirable, scheme, 
Above-the City Hall, to be situated near the commencement of Bat- 
tery Path, the new Government Offices (the need for which has been 
felt for some time) are to be built, while a new road -will replace 
Battery Path, starting from Queen’s Road and running into Garden 
Road in the vicinity of the Peak Tram Station. The new area open- 
ed up will prove most suitable to residential development, and with 
skilful planning and careful supervision of the sub-division, the 
ultimate result should be quite attractive. With the disappear- 
ance of the ‘present Government House and beautiful grounds, the 
Colony will Jose one of its-‘most picturesque localities, but the cam- 
pensation will be adequate. The whole scheme is an ideal one, and 
there should be little cause for dispute in the matter. Any con- 
troversy that might arise will probably be concerned with the City 
Hall. There are many who contend that a City Hall is unnecessary, 
illustrating their argument by citing the complacency with which 
the passing of the old City Hall was pccepted. But the old building 
- | provided very poor facilities. If a new City Hall is to be built, 
and public opinion would seem to be favourable to the project, it 
must be worthy of the name, and sufficient amenities provided to 
make it an asset to the community. ‘The Government's intentions 
have not been stated yet, but doubtless the plana will include a 
Library, a Concert Hall, meeting rooms, and, probably, space for a 
Museum and an Art Gallery. Then, too, if the demand for space 
proves too great in the Administrative block, the Legislative Coun- 
cil Chamber could quite well be accommodated in the City Hall. 
The building would: serve another usefu) purpose if adapted for the 
large social functions such as the King's Birthday Reception. Al- 
though an expéniiture of several millions is involved, the deyelop- 
ment scheme is expected to provide a profit, and this fact should 
afford assurance that, the authorities will not economise unduly on 
the City Hall construction. = rt an :

Astronomical expeditions from 
all parts of the globe are likely 
to visit South Africa in 1940 to 
view the total eclipse of the sun, 
which will be clearly visible along 
a belt of the Karroo.

When life is 
narrowed into a dull routine, un- 
settlement in very easily wrought, 
In the old days, when life war 
larger, men wero less ready to be 
thrown off their balance, but now 
that we have to concentrate so un- 
ceasingly, we have Jost the power to 
respond quietly to what is new or 
strange or unexpected. When life 
{8 monotonous even a Jittle incident 
has the power to disturb greatly, 

This peril of unsettlement is one 
from which no one tan hope to be 
exempted. It ia true that is Hfe 
advances it may xrow less, but In 
its fulness unscttlement fn tha pain 
and privilege of youth. Yet our 
life fa°so ordered that sooner or 
later there comes out of the blue, 
things that are mighty to unsettle, 
We can shape our course so as to 
avoid some of life's perils, but this 


“Jone we cannot avoid, 


For most. men work is hard 
enough, ever when they give it their 
undivided attention. It takes 


[every power and faculty to be honest 


workers. But work becomes doubly 
hard when we are distracted under 
the shadow of overwhelming sorrow. 
It is not easy to carry on quietly and 
serenely when tho sutshine is call- 
ing us, Work becomes irksome, 
duty becomes irritable. Yet for al! 
of us, that is the one thing that 
leads o'er moor and fen, o'er crag 
and torrent to the sunrise, 
Creatures of Habit. 
Another peril of unsettlement of 
that it relaxes the hold of our good 
habits. We come to find, in our un- 
settled hours, that they do not hold 
us quite os firmly as we thought. 
Most of us ore creatures of habit in 
o Jarger measure than wo think. ‘It 
is to them that we owe many a weak- 
ness oar well ua many a virtue. 
We owe much to one or two 
habits that were’ carly formed. 
They may be simple, but they have 
an wonderful power, If a bad habit 
is the worst of curses o good one is 
the surest and moat priceless bless- 
ing. One of the perila of unscttle- 
ment is just that we relax the hold 
of our good habits, and drift 
into bad ones, We may hunger 
for the géod, but we have o very 
definite bias towards the other 
thing. It Is here where we crack. 


\Torn from our centre by something 


unexpected, we Jose our grip on the 
steadying and simple habits of the 
past. : 

Prayer. 

And this is especially true of some 
hebits of the inner. life. Take the 
matter of our prayers. This—one 
of the first things we learned at our 
yoother’s kriee, is one of the first 
things that we shed liké an old gar- 
ment when the hour of unsettlement 
orrives. In a great catastrophe 
there is an instinct in the’ heart to 
pray, but when thero is disturbance 
only, there is a constant danger of 
forgetting it. Some pray through 
yenra of drudgery, and stop when 
good’ fortune comes. Some pray in 
the winter and forget it in the sum- 
mer. Some pray at-home, but in the 
excitement and atir of foreign 
travel, forget it. A glimpse of sun- 
shine, a stroke of luck, n spot of 
Nborty, and our prayers are for- 
gotten, : Be " 

It is’ always the mark ‘of a gront 
character not to be lightly or easily 
moved. St. Paul was one. He 
knew the.- hardships that | awnited 
him,’ and:the shadow that, ‘was

It was one of the perils of the carly 
Churen, They were Nving beyond. - 
the experience of the ages. They 
lived in the daily hope that Christ.

Rejection is Cowardice 

How can we organise into victory 
the common perils of unsgettlement? 
Well, in a negative way, it 1a a poor 
Victory to stand aloof. It ia not 
thua that God would have us.Uve. . 
There nre men who will not tuko a 
holiday, because they dread:tho dis- 
turbance: Knowing. the: unsettle 
tment they prefer to give it.a miss. 
Except for those who are old it is. 
ft road pretty near to cowardicc. 
We were never meant to bar tho 
gates.—To shut the summer out, to 
shut love out is not victory, it ia de- 
feat. We were never meant to re- 
Ject the gifts of God because of the 
unsettlement they may bring. 

The sioic philosophy sought to 
achieve screnity of life by stccling- 
the soul against the passion, and one 
of two things happened. Sometimes 
they won it, but what wns the price? 
—lLove was banlahed and the charm 
of things, and tne sympathy that 
makes us brothers. Sometimes ma« 
ture im her overmastering way just’ 
swept down the defences they had 
built. ; 

Our Job fa to welcome whatever 
God may.eend, of sunshine or of' 
sorrow. One way towards victory is. 
to. see thinga in thelr true propor- 
tions, to get thetr true perspectivo. 
In the words of. Dr. Johnson,— 
“Think how little they will scem In 
12 months time.” There is nothing 
mure kindly than a little humour in 
the right place, and when rightly: 
meant. To see things in o smiling 
kind of way is often to. see them in 
the wisest way. 

But the greatest help of all in 
this, is to see the hand of God in 
everything. 

One of the commonest causes of 
unsettlement is to have to take 
orders from a dozen people. ‘It is 
one of the canses of trouble in any 
household. Well—we are all ser 
vants in God's house and we shall 
never be at peace, unless there Is one 
voice, we must obey, and one who 
gives us all our orders, 

It Is not God to-day, and fate ta. 
morrow. It is not heaven in the 
morning, and blind chance at nicht. 
To see the hand of God tn the Icast 
and ‘fn the greatest, in the burden 
as well os in ths blessing, ia the sure 
way, amid all life’s unsettiement, to 
have a heart ot lelsure from itaclf.

lof war. 

{ Germans Invincible. 

{ Propaganda which daily impresacs 
‘itself on almost every individual in 
the whole nation advocates demands 
on Germany's neignbours which 
could only be attained at the price 
of conflict, 

Ia there no opposition? No. All 
'who are not with the rpling party 
;are terrorised to a degree unknown 
in Western Europe in modern times. 
The present state of Germany ia a 
barracks or a prison, To come out 
of Germany in these times is to 
‘come out of tyranny into freedom. 

What is tne basic reason? Ger- 
many has determined that, after all, 
she shall not have lost the 1914-18 
war. German sclf-conceit was so 
great that the disaster of 1918 never 
Seemed quite real—or at any raté 
not definitive. The present youth 
of Germany nas had it instilled that 
the defeat was no defeat of arms, 
and that German arms are invincl- 
die. 

Germans are great at believing 
myths. Once they give their minds 
to it they can ignore any facta and 
believe what they choore. The 
German idea of Hindenburg is a 
toyth, so is that of Hitler. It has

(By An English Resident Recently Returned 
From Germany.)

The whole Press of Germany is 
one vast gramophone record, pour- 
ing out over and over again the 
story of German virtue and German 
wronga. No department of the na- 
tional life is free from thia morbid 
self-gratification. Church divines 
join. in fervently, and declare from 
the pulpit that the Hitler movement 
is carrying out the designs of tne 
Founder of Christianity. 

A Threat To Europe. 

English friends ask me with as- 

that tne 
Church has made no attempt to keep 
ita independence. The answer is 
tnat =the German — Evnngelical 
Churenes have long since been 
spiritually dead, Under the monar- 
chy they were little more than a 
department of State, with no real 
hold of the people. 
Phere Is. no opposition to Hitler- 
iam. It {x ns*imporaible aa opposi- 
tion to the prorceution of the war 
was in war-time. 

Tne possible succers of Hitloriam 
is a threat to Europe, Suceces will 
mean the drawing into tne German 
orbit of Austria and others.’ The 
Hitlerites are particularly délighted 
with the spread of the Nazi move- 
ment in Zurich. It may seem aa- 
tonisning, but it is true, that in spite 
of 1914-18 Germans are , infatuated 
with the idea of a Pan-Germany 
(another myth!) embracing not only 
all German-speaking Europe, but. 
also auch quasi-Teutonic countries 
as Holland and Denmark. 

Acute Division, 

But will Hitleriam succeed? 1 
have said that there js no opposition, 
but that does not mean that the 
whole nation is Nazi. “It is possible 
that a free election to-day would 
show only a very small majority, if 
any, for Hitler, Not that there will 
ever again, in our times, be ‘a free 
election in Germany, The new Tam- 
many——Hitlerism {s, like Leninism, 
Tammany Hall on a vast scalo—is 
too firmly in the saddle, 

Economics will be the crux, If 
Hitler can ‘make Germany prosper- 
ous he will have succeeded; but it 
in a tall order! If he fails disas-

there may be clvil war-—not with: 
the suppressed opposition, but be-! 
taween different Nazi factions. 

I do not foretell enconomic dis- 

aster. 
Germany is at present very hard up, 
bnt the cost of living and distress 
could increase a good dent and still 
be counter-acted by the tremendous 
propaganda machine. But actual 
unemployment muat not increarc. 

What I foresee is a Nazt split. 
Already reaponathle industrial lead- 
cra have protested against Nati 
rowdyinm. I foresee a struggle for 
power between the rowdies of the 
party and the comparatively Jevel- 
headed. 

There will be a grent rush of sup- 
port for the Intter by all decent peo- 
ple if tne conflict becomes acute, 
while the Communista will join the 
former, It might come to civil war 
—with either Communism as the re- 
sult or a restoration of: the monar- 
chy, 

Meanwhile Hitler 
more of a figure-head. His speeches 
are composed for him. In affairs 
he js ignorant and pliable, sincere 
but simple. His probable role ts to 
succeed Hindenburg as President. 
Nis gifts as an orator are much 
overrated. : 

His reputation in thia reapect de- 
pends simply on tine fact that in the 
past the German political 
have all been Socialists, It war a 
novelty for a Nationalist to have 
even a moderate gift of spoech. 

Riddance Of Jews. 

Friends who are Jews or. who 
have Jewish friends in Germany ask 
me about the raging anti-Semitism 
of the Nazi. The motive of this 
was partly very base; it was sheer 
envious gréed. Jews were displaced 
80 that others might step into their 
shoes. But tho hate that has been 
stirred up is something that it 
would take gencrations to soothe. 

It may be asserted -that Germany 
has decided to rid herself of Jows. 
Contrary to report, no obstacles are 
put in the way of thelr leaving the 
country. Jews who stay on in Ger- 
many must be prepared for a 
restricted life and an atmosphere 
of mediaeval hostility. 

Even stronger objects for sym- 
pathy are those numerous persons 
who, because of the wrong sort of 
political affiliations in the past, aro 
ruined and without occupation. 
The.misery that underlies the sud- 
denly military and cocksure surface 
appearance of Germany to-day is not 
so dramatic as that of the victims 
of the Bolshevike, ‘but it is some- 
thing for which history will have 
to arraign German education, cul- 
ture, and religion,
